That Committee Having Measure In 
Charge 
Be

Washington, June 15.—On the sug- 


gestion of Senator Lodge, 
Senatdi 


Owens eliminated the word ""favor- 
ably" from his resolution, now before 
the senate, to Instruct the committee 
on privileges and elections to report 
on the first day of the next session 
upon'his'resolution providing for an 
amendment' to 
the 
constitution, 


through the legislatures, providing for 
the election of United States senators 
by the people. 


-Mr. Lodge said that he did uot pur- 


'po»e to speak upon the merits of the 
resolution, but merely to suggest that 
the senate had no power over the op 
tlons of individual senators and there, 
fore could not order a committee to 
report favorably or otherwise. Owens 
having withdrawn the word, Lodge 
went on to state that the proper mo 
tlon for the senator to make, and the 
only one, according to precedent, was 
to discharge the committee. 


Mr. Owens retorted that he was 


aware what the usual procedure Is, 
but he added sarcastically that the 
committee had kept his resolution for 
two years and had not even been able 
to have a meeting on It, hence he did 
not want to do anything as precipitate 
as asking for the discharge of the 
committee. 
He would prefer a vote 


on his motion as he made It. 


Mr. Lodge then raised the point ol 


order that the proper motion was to 
discharge, thus, If carried, leaving 
the senaU free to take such action as 
It chose on the resolution. Owen, 
stating that a vote on that motion 
would be sufficient to place the neaate 
on record, accepted the suggestion 
and moved that the committee be dis- 
charged . 


II was then 1:60 p. »., and In tea 


minutes the Owen resolution would be 
superseded by unfinished business. 
The senators were talking against 
time to throw the Owen motion over. 


Mr. Lodge came back with the sug- 


gestion that In all his experience In 
the senate he had never known so 
drastic a motion as that to discharge 
a committee to be acted on In the- ab- 
sence of Uie chairman of the com- 
mittee. 
TBe smiling Owen, seeing 


the trend of things, calmly acquiesced 
In this suggestion and asked-unani- 
mous consent that action on his mo- 
tion be postponed until the return of 
the chairman, Senator Burrows, who 
Is out of town. 


Senator Galllnger objected and Mr. 


Heyburn, an equally loyal "regular," 
who alts beside him, took the door 
and talked until 2 o'clock, when the 
conservation bill was taken up an 
Owen was compelled to desist. The 
Owen motion cannot get before the 
senate again except by unanimous 
consent, lience the senators probably 
will not be compelled to go on record 
at this session whether they or their 
successors shall be elected by the 
legislatures or by the people. 


The shrewd parliamentary tactics 


whereby this Important question was 
postponed for a session probably have 
saved, an awkward situation for many 
statesmen.
